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High Court appeal of 
‘horrendous’ pub ban 


A MAN banned from every pub in 
Haverhill is at the centre of a 
major test case on the legality of a 
weapon to tackle pub violence. 

Francis Boyle, of Elm Close, in the 
town, said the “illegal and unfair” 
ban was having a “horrendous” 
impact on his life. 

Judges will now have to decide at a full High 
Court hearing whether Haverhill Pubwatch, 
which imposed the year’s ban - later extended 
for another two years - can be challenged 
through a judicial review 

The ruling could affect other community- 
based pubwatch schemes introduced to

encourage sensible drinking and reduce 
drink-related crime. 

In his application for judicial review, Mr 
Boyle is seeking a ruling that he was the 
victim of an illegal and irrational decision 
and that he was denied the right to a fair 
hearing, infringing Article 6 of the European 
Convention on Human Rights. 

On Monday Mr Justice Simon, sitting at 
London’s High Court, ruled that he had “an 
arguable case” that should go to a full 
hearing. 

Mr Boyle said later: “The ban doesn’t just 
affect you going into pubs. It affects rest¬ 


aurants and any other premises that are 
licensed and it destroys your life. 

“You feel as if you are under some sort of 
curfew. It makes life horrendous.” 

He says he and another man were both 
banned from all licensed premises in 
Haverhill for a year in February 2007. 

The ban was imposed following an incident 
at the Black Horse pub in Haverhill, in which 
Mr Boyle was said in papers before the court 
to have been attacked by a man called Roy 
Sullivan. 

Both were made subject of year-long 
banning orders from Haverhill Pubwatch 
pubs in February 2007 and Mr Boyle’s ban was 
extended.

Local works get &lm funding boost 


ONE million pounds 
have been allocated for 
local transport improve¬ 
ments in Suffolk. 

The county council 
has allocated the cash 
for schemes to address 
more local needs and 
quality of life issues and 
£150,000 has been ear¬ 
marked in 2009/10 for St 
Edmundsbury’s locality 
fund. 


Typical schemes that 
would qualify for fund¬ 
ing include speed limits 
and speed reduction, 
cycling and pedestrian 
works, public transport 
and traffic management 
schemes. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, 
portfolio holder for 
roads and transport, 
said: “This £1 million 
will give us an opport¬ 


unity to provide pract¬ 
ical solutions - such as a 
wider pavement or a bus 
shelter - to address 
some real local trans¬ 
port issues. 

“The county council’s 
cabinet agreed that 
decision-making about 
investment priorities 
for quality of life 
schemes should be 
delegated much more 


locally, empowering 
county councillors as 
part of locality 
arrangements to decide 
where money would be 
best spent in the local 
area.” 

Cllr McGregor will 
consider the bids and 
recommendations will 
be made to the council’s 
director of environment 
and transport. 


Warning 
to traders 

RETAILERS have 
received a harsh 
warning from Suffolk 
Trading Standards - 
traders selling alcohol 
to anyone under the 
legal age will be caught 
and face enforcement 
action. 

The warning follows an 
incident which led to 
the revoking of a shop’s 
licence after staff were 
caught selling alcohol 
to children. 

Trading Standards 
officers work closely 
with police and 
councils to crack down 
on the problem of 
underage alcohol sales 
to protect children and 
young people from 
harm. 

Cllr Joanna Spicer, 
Suffolk County 
Council’s portfolio 
holder for public 
protection, said: “This 
is an excellent example 
of how Suffolk County 
Council is working 
with its partners 
quickly and effectively 
to bring action against 
those who are selling 
alcohol to those who 
are underage. 

“This should be seen as 
a stark warning that 
Trading Standards 
officers are everywhere 
- and if you’re selling 
alcohol illegally we will 
catch you.”

SECURITY has been 
beefed up at a cemetery 
after vandals repeatedly 
desecrated war graves. 

The graveyard in 
Withersfield Road, 

Haverhill, has been the 
target of yobs and 
arsonists who have 
damaged dozens of graves 
and caused thousands of 
pounds damage. 

But community police 
officer Pc Rupert Benyon 
started a campaign to 
tighten up security at the 
consecrated site and 
raised £28,000. 

On Monday he was at the 
graveyard as the fencing 
around the site neared 
completion. 

He said: “Vandals have 
damaged the war graves 
and the worst of it was 
when they kicked down 
about 20 to 30 graves. 
Another time they set fire 
to the toilet block, which 
caused £10,000 damage. 
“The cemetery has a lot of 
meaning for Haverhill. 

Most people in the town 
know someone who has 
been buried here. 

“Drunks have left rubbish 
and excrement in the 


cemetery where relatives 
go to mourn loved ones. 

It’s just unacceptable.” 

Sgt Sarah Bartley, who was 
also there to support the 
campaign, said: “It’s the 
lowest of the low.” 

Housing association 
Havebury’s improving 
places group donated 
£14,000 to the scheme. 
Neighbourhood manager 


John Feveyear said: “We 
joined police to improve 
the lives of residents in 
nearby properties who 
have been plagued with 
anti-social behaviour. Since 
the fence has gone up it 
has been much quieter.” 
Nick Keeble, arts and 
leisure manager for 
Haverhill Town Council, 
which donated £11,000 for 


the improvements, said: “It 
is a great example of the 
police, the town council 
and other agencies working 
together.” 

Nine headstones were 
scratched and cracked 
when they were pushed 
over in 2004 and in the 
same year a fire was 
started scorching the war 
memorial. 


The £30,000 public toilets 
in the cemetery also had to 
be closed after they were 
covered in graffiti, the sinks 
flooded and the toilets 
blocked with paper. 
Anti-climbing fencing has 
been erected at the 
Broadcroft Crescent 
entrance and new gates 
are planned for the 
Withersfield Road frontage. 


Fury as thieves steal 
autistic boy’s bicycle

AN AUTISTIC paperboy is 
distraught after thieves 
stole his beloved bike. 

They struck as Toby Cook was 
on his round delivering copies of 
our sister paper, the Cambridge 
News. 

The 14 year old was shocked to 
find his bike missing. It was 
given to him by his parents as a 
Christmas present. 

His father, Trevor, 57, of 
Arrendene Road, Haverhill, said: 
“He came rushing into the house 
and all he could say was ‘where’s 
it gone, where’s it gone, sorry’. 

“He was very upset. He hasn’t 
got a big vocabulary so it took a 
while to work out what had 
happened. 

“He only delivers 12 papers 
and we let him do it because it 
gets him out doing something 
and he really enjoys it. He had 
delivered eight of the papers 
when his bike was stolen. 


“He was in a terrible state. He 
loved that bike. 

“I just hope the person who 
stole it reads the paper and it 


pricks their conscience. I was 
absolutely furious. 

“We have put posters up 
around the town to see if anyone 


has seen the bike.” 

The cycle, a Silver Fox which 
cost £240, was taken from 
Shadowbush Close at about 
4.30pm on Friday. 

Mr Cook said: “He was only 
about 10 paces from the bike 
when it was taken. 

“I hope someone will come 
forward. We are offering a rew¬ 
ard for the return of the mach¬ 
ine in its original condition.” 

Mr Cook has three children 
including Charlie, 16, who is also 
autistic and Timothy, 17, who is 
studying to be a pharmacist and 
working at Boots in Cambridge. 

Kind-hearted Charlie is 
raising money for Hillside 
Special School in Sudbury where 
Toby goes to school and has been 
given a stall at Sainsbury’s in 
Haycock Road on Saturday 
where he will sell ladies’ shoul¬ 
der bags that he made himself. 

Mr Cook said: “Charlie’s great 
at needlework and Sainsbury’s 
said they’ll give him a uniform 
for the day 

“He is chuffed to bits.”

In papers before 
the court, Mr 
Boyle argues he 
was the victim of 
an attack and did 
nothing other 
than defend him¬ 
self. 

He was not 
subsequently 
charged with any 
criminal offence. 

Mr Boyle said 
he was excluded 
from the meeting 
which imposed 
the ban and was 
not given the 
chance to defend 
himself or contest 
the decision. 

In February last 
year, Haverhill 
Pubwatch extend¬ 
ed it for a further 
two-year period. 

He attempted to 
contest the move 
but was told a 
month later the 
decision had been 
upheld following a 


secret ballot. 

Mr Boyle’s legal 
team submitted 
that as Haverhill 
Pubwatch operat¬ 
ed in partnership 
with the Suffolk 
police force from 
the offices of the 
local town council 
and its chairman, 
Gordon Mussett, 
was also the town 
clerk, it was an 
unelected body 
that received con¬ 
fidential inform¬ 
ation from the pol¬ 
ice, and members 
of the public had 
no alternative but 
to submit to its 
jurisdiction. 

The local lic¬ 
ensing authority 
insisted on licen¬ 
sees being mem¬ 
bers of Pubwatch 
as part of licens¬ 
ing procedures. 
These were all 
factors that made 
it susceptible to 
judicial review

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Trust in crime figures, 
police reassure public 


THE credibility of police statistics has been 
thrown into question again after it emerged 
Cambridgeshire was one of 18 forces 
nationwide to under-report figures on 
violent crime. JACK GROVE asks whether 
we can really trust police statistics. 


C RIME is down by 
3 per cent overall, 
the Home Office 
announced last week. 

But after the astonishing 
attack by Sir Michael Scholar, 
the UK’s national statistics 
boss, on the Government’s use 
of “premature, irregular and 
selective” knife crime figures, 
many will view the headline¬ 
grabbing figures with a healthy 
degree of scepticism. 

Do we trust last week’s 219- 
page report into crime and 
disorder, the assurances about 


falling crime by 
Cambridgeshire Chief 
Constable Julie Spence or our 
own personal experience in 
and around the county? 

A fresh row was brewing 
after it emerged the 
Government had asked 
18 police forces, including 
Cambridgeshire, Essex and 
Hertfordshire, to review their 
most serious violent crime 
offences. 

It follows claims in October 
that police forces were “under¬ 
counting” serious violent 
crimes by downgrading the 


offences regardless of intent. 
Once the errors in miscounting 
were corrected, it saw serious 
crime jump by 22 per cent. 

Dr Vincenzo Scalia, senior 
lecturer in criminology at Anglia 
Ruskin University, said it was 
very easy for police forces to 
reclassify serious crime to 
show a fall in violent offences. 

He said: “What constitutes a 
violent offence can be very 
subjective. For instance, if a 
thief pushes a shopkeeper in 
the chest, that can easily 
become a robbery, rather than 
a theft. It’s not usual for police 
to reclassify crimes to fit their 
priorities and targets. 

“However, it can’t be pushed 
too far. If there is a moral panic 
about rising crime and figures 
do not show this, the statistics 
lose credibility. 

“But if crime is low and 
people are not scared of 
walking the streets, the 
community will accept these 
lower crime figures. It’s a matter 
of negotiation between the 


public and police as to what 
they can accept.” 

But Nick Clarke, from 
Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority, defended the force’s 
reputation, saying the 
miscounting had been entirely 
unintentional. He said: “This is 
a technical difference in 
categorising crime. For 
instance, if someone lunged at 
someone at a bar with a glass 
and missed that should be 
categorised as a ‘serious crime’ 
because of the intent, even 
though no-one was hurt. 

“The police have been 
ticking the wrong box, but are 
now going back and rigorously 
ticking the right ones. The 
numbers will be recounted, but 
they are not huge and certainly 
not in the hundreds.” 

A police spokeswoman 
insisted there had been no 
manipulation of crime figures. 

She said: “All violent crime 
has been recorded in 
Cambridgeshire, but revised 
guidelines clarifying how the

figures are recorded, issued by 
the Home Office in April, have 
led to issues in relation to the 
interpretation of the violent 
crime categories. 

“The way crimes are 
categorised can depend, for 
example, on the type of injury 
resulting from an assault, and 
whether the attacker intended 
to seriously harm the victim. 

“For instance, an attack in a 
bar with a bottle or glass may 
not be regarded as being ‘with 
intent’ unless the bottle or glass 
are first deliberately broken. It is 
the need to include this kind of 
detail which can lead to certain 


crimes being recorded under 
the wrong category. 

“Widespread media reports 
have suggested violent crime is 
being under-recorded in 
Cambridgeshire and elsewhere, 
the suggestion being that crime 
figures have deliberately been 
manipulated to show a decline 
in violent crime. This is not the 
case.” 

An Essex police spokesman 
said: “Essex police is correctly 
recording violent crime.” 

Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire have also been 
asked to review their 
information procedures.

Reassurance 
on job losses 


REDUNDANCIES at the Vion 
pork processing plant will not 
exceed the 470 announced by 
the company, according to 
Richard Spring. 

The West Suffolk MP visited the 
former Grampian Country Food plant 
in Little Wratting to get an update on 
job losses that are set to result from 
the closure of the abattoir and 
butchery 

Mr Spring met Brian Homewood, 
the managing director, at the plant on 
a recent constituency visit. 

Mr Spring said: “I said I hoped that 
the 470 redundancies would be an 
absolute maximum. I met Brian 
Homewood and he gave me an 
assurance they would try to scale back 
from that number.” 

A company spokesman said it 
welcomed the MP’s visit and a chance 
to provide him with more inform¬ 
ation. 

Vion is restructuring its abattoir 
and sliced cooked meats operations at 
its plants in Haverhill and Malton, 
Yorkshire. 

The company is proposing to close 
its abattoir, butchery, and some 
elements of its retail operations in 
Haverhill and it will instead focus on 
the production and processing of 
cooked meats. 

Mr Spring also met Richard Ellis, 
East of England Development Agency 
(EEDA) chairman, in Westminster to

discuss how to maintain the process¬ 
ing plant and safeguard the majority 
of jobs dependent on it. 

Mr Spring said: “There is a terrific 
squeeze on margins from super¬ 
markets and the plant has not been 
making a profit. This is a very 
unhappy situation but I hope we can 
make it work better. 

“EEDA, St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Suffolk County Council 
will see what help they can give to re¬ 
skill and up-skill workers. 

“I’m very happy that a working 
group has been set up and I hope it can 
provide some stability and viability 
for what remains. That is very 
important.” 

A consultation process on the 
redundancies is underway with union 
representatives at the plant. 

The Vion announcement came just 
days after Dalehead Foods, part of the 
Tulip group, said 90 jobs could go 
when it closes the abattoir at its pork 
processing plant in Linton, which has 
385 staff. 

Mr Spring said the redundancies 
reflected pressure on the pig and pork 
industry in the region. 

He said: “Pork meat production in 
Suffolk is a very important business. 
There is a chain reaction effect and it 
has an impact on the wider economy.” 


Landlord beats digital deadline 


NEARLY 1,000 tenants 
are enjoying the benefits 
of digital TV two years 
ahead of the area’s 
official switchover from 
the analogue service. 

Suffolk Housing Soc¬ 
iety has invested around 
£80,000 completing the 
work at 933 of its prop¬ 
erties across the eastern 
region. 

The majority of the 
work has been carried 
out in flats which share a 
communal aerial system, 
while a handful of prop¬ 


erties run on behalf of 
the society by other 
organisations, such as 
Mencap, have also 
benefited. 

Steve Clarke, chief 
executive of Suffolk 
Housing Society, said: 
“We are the first major 
landlord in the region to 
complete this work early, 
and are pleased that our 
tenants are now benefit¬ 
ing from digital TV 
ahead of the official 
switchover. 

“Completing the 


switch on their behalf 
has hopefully made life 
easier for them, and 
means they can be ass¬ 
ured they’ll continue to 
receive a good television 
signal in the future.” 

In line with Govern¬ 
ment policy, the analogue 
signal will be switched 
off region by region, 
with Anglia due to 
change in 2011. 

The whole country will 
be using a digital service 
by 2012. 


Advice on hepatitis C 

NEARLY a third of people in the 
East of England do not know how 
hepatitis C can be passed from 
person to person, according to 
research commissioned by the 
Department of Health. 

The findings come as a hepatitis C 
awareness campaign is launched 
to reach out to the estimated 
100,000 people in England who are 
unaware they have the infection 
and to stop others getting it. 
Hepatitis C is a blood-borne virus 
that can cause chronic infection 
and lead to serious liver damage or 
cancer. 

It can be contracted by activities 
such as injecting drugs or getting 
tattoos or having acupuncture 
where equipment may not have 
been sterile.

Price appeal to MP 

A COUNCILLOR has written to 
an MP to ask for help on 
protecting gas customers from 
high prices. 

Cambridgeshire county 
councillor Geoff Heathcock 
wrote to Andrew Lansley, MP 
for Cambridgeshire South, 
to ask for more pressure on 
the Government. 

He said: “Are you and 
colleagues on the 
opposition front bench

Cutting jobs are ‘an 
odd way to expand’ 


Sir, I read that 450 jobs will be 
lost at Grampian, part of the 
Vion Food Group; turnover 
£9.5 billion and with 35,000 
employees. This is on top of 90 
jobs lost at Dalehead Foods, 
part of the Tulip Group. 

It is claimed that this is “to grow 
the business”. I am not a 
businessman but cutting the 
staff in half seems an odd way 
to expand. 

The population of Haverhill and 
Cambridge is expected to grow 
by a million or more over the 
next decade; I assume only 
vegetarians will get planning 
permission. 

I read many phrases of 
“business-speak” that outshine 
even politicians in the quantity 
of arable soil enrichment to be 
gained from the bull. 

The truth is these jobs are going 
abroad. Raising pigs in 
Romania and paring carcasses 
in Poland, cost less than in 
Wratting or Linton. Along with 
the nigh on 600 jobs must go 
another 50 or so jobs from the 
pig industry. 

If we calculate that 700 jobs will 
be lost, with a modest average 
wage of £20,000, then Haverhill 
has allowed nigh on £1,500,000 
a year to be exported. 

But this is just the basic wage, if 


this money was spent in private 
shops in Haverhill, it would be 
worth nearly £4,000,000 to this 
area, every year from now on. 
Do any of your readers 
understand this colossal loss to 
their town? 

I venture that such a sum of 
money would sustain and 
improve our quality of life 
beyond the wildest dreams of 
the duped and gullible who see 
only the discount at some chain 
store. 

But this is the price we pay 
when the only value we place 
on food is the price ticket. We 
may welcome the 50p off at the 
supermarket but 700 families, 
our friends and neighbours, are 
put on the dole, some will lose 
their homes, marriages will 
break up.

Prison move for 
singer Boy George 


POP star Boy George has 
been moved to a Suffolk 
prison to see out the rest of 
his sentence, it is claimed. 

The singer George 
O’Dowd (pictured right), 
best known from his days 
with Culture Club, is said to 
have been moved to the 
Category C jail Edmunds 
Hill, near Haverhill, from 
the London’s Pentonville 
Prison. 

The 47 year old was 
sentenced to 15 months in 
jail earlier this month at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court 
for falsely imprisoning 
Norwegian escort Audun 
Carlsen and beating him 
with a chain. 

The Ministry of Justice 
declined to confirm or deny 
Boy George’s whereabouts, 
saying: “We don’t comment 
on the location of pris¬ 
oners.” 

It is understood Boy 
George was moved to

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Drug dealer gets 
eight years in jail

A DRUG dealer found in 
possession of a stash of 
drugs with a street value 
of £170,000 has been jailed 
for eight years. 

Stuart Neighbour was caught 
by police as he drove away from 
his home while officers with a 
search warrant were preparing 
to raid it on December 23 last 
year. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
on Tuesday that Neighbour, of 
Thurlow Road, Great Wratting, 
was found to have cocaine, 
cannabis and LSD with an 
estimated value of around 
£170,000. 

His Volkswagen Passatt was 
stopped on the A1307 outside 
Haverhill and he admitted to 
police that cocaine was con¬ 
cealed in the footwell. 

Patricia Doggett, prosecuting, 
said officers later found an 8kg 
block of cannabis resin in his 
bedroom, £3,000 in cash hidden 
in the bedroom fireplace and 
2,690 LSD tablets in the fridge. 

A Ford Escort parked outside 
had 1.4kg of a powdered mix¬ 
ture containing cocaine packed 
into 71 individual wraps, taking

the total of the Class A drug to 
2.8kg. 

Analysis showed it contained 
lkg of pure cocaine with a street 
value of £142,000, while the 
cannabis was valued at £24,000 
and the LSD at up to £5,380. 

Neighbour, 56, was charged 
with possession of cocaine, 
cannabis and LSD with intent to 
supply and was remanded in 
custody by a magistrate on 
Boxing Day. He admitted all 
three charges. 


Miss Doggett said a woman 
passenger in the Passat when 
Neighbour was arrested is 
awaiting trial on a charge of 
possession of cocaine with 
intent to supply. 

Jeremy Kendall, mitigating, 
said Neighbour was sentenced 
to 30 months in prison in 
January 1999 for possession of 
cannabis with intent to supply 
but became drug free. 

But on his release he moved to 
Spain in 2003 and developed a 
habit costing £350 a day, funded 
from his mother’s estate. He 
then worked as a “runner” and 
kept drugs for other people. 

He accumulated debts to 
people who supplied him with 
drugs for his own use and could 
not separate himself from the 
trade. 

Mr Kendall said: “He became 
wrapped up in that and could 
not see any way out.” 

Judge John Devaux described 
Neighbour’s role in the drug 
supply chain as that of a 
“warehouser and runner”. He 
said it was clear Neighbour had 
been offending for some time 
before being caught. 

He ordered that 32 days 
Neighbour spent in custody on 
remand should be deducted 
from the prison sentence.

Standards Board 
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Site works start 
on medical ‘pod’

WORK on the first phase 
of Haverhill’s new health 
centre has begun. 

Groundwork started yest¬ 
erday to prepare the car park 
behind the Rose and Crown 
pub, on Withersfield Road, for a 
temporary medical “pod”, 
which will offer GP services 
between 8am and 8pm, seven 
days a week. 

The two-storey modular 
health centre will be used by a 
group of GPs, The Practice pic, 
and will cater for registered 
and non-registered patients 
from Haverhill and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

It will offer appointments 
alongside a walk-in service and 
the first services could be 
provided by May 

But as revealed by the Weekly 
News last year, just erecting the 
clinic could cost more than 
£248,000 a year - plus running 
costs - resulting in a possible 
overall cost of more than 
£740,000 over its expected three- 
year lifespan. 

Plans for the clinic, the first 
of its kind in Suffolk, have 
received a mixed reaction. 

Some critics said the clinic 
will provide little that is not 
already offered by existing GP 
practices and said it could even 
threaten their viability 

Concerns were also raised by 
retailers and shoppers that 
taking over the car park would 
reduce the number of town 
centre parking spaces. 

The Practice currently pro¬ 
vides GP services to two 
Suffolk prisons. 

Debbie Raven, its chief oper-

ating officer, said: “We will 
continue to work in close 
partnership with the Haverhill 
GPs to ensure full integration 
of the new centre with existing 
services in the area. 

“Working with the health¬ 
care community rather than in 
competition will be key to the 
success of this project. 

“We have established a pro¬ 
ject board, and we’re delighted 
that Dr Andrew Cornish, a GP 
in the area, will become our 
local medical director.” 

Along with usual GP 
services, facilities will include 
blood testing and clinics for 
substance and alcohol misuse, 
weight management, smoking, 
sexual health, contraceptives 
and childhood obesity. 


NHS Suffolk said access to 
car parking for residents and 
businesses will be maintained 
according to the conditions of 
the lease and planning perm¬ 
ission. 

Patrons of the Rose and 
Crown pub will continue to 
have full and free access to the 
car park. 

The centre is expected to be 
in place for no more than three 
years, and once the lease 
expires the site area will return 
to St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

Work is under way to secure 
a permanent home for the 
services, which could involve a 
purpose-built centre or refurb¬ 
ished facility.

No cash for 
road scheme 


A COUNCILLOR who pleaded 
for cash to make the A1307 
safer is saddened after it 
missed out on a £450,000 
grant. 

Cllr John Batchelor, who rep¬ 
resents Linton on both South 
Cambridgeshire and Cambridgeshire 
County Councils, begged Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet to put 
money aside for improvements to 
Hildersham crossroads on the A1307. 

But the money, which was secured 
by the council from Granta Park 
after granting it permission to 
expand in 2006, will pay for a cycle¬ 
way from Sawston to Abington, via 
Babraham, with any remainder left 
for the A1307. 

Cllr Batchelor said: “It is disap¬ 
pointing that the cycle route, a proj¬ 
ect that offered no business plan, no 
projection of usage and no evidence 
that it would be value for money, has 
been allowed to go forward. 

“My view is that the A1307 should 
have taken priority as it addresses 
the direct effect of the Granta Park 
development - increased traffic - and 
had every prospect of making a 
contribution towards a safer road

and could save lives. 

“I will be watching the cycle 
project closely to make sure it does 
not go over budget and that sufficient 
money is found to go ahead with the 
Hildersham turn.” 

Although Hildersham has been 
overlooked for the time being, work 
began this week at the A1307’s accid¬ 
ent-blighted junction with Horse- 
heath Green Road. 

Linton Village College pupils 
Imogen Barker and Alice Westland 
both died when they tried to cross 
the 60mph section of the A1307 after 
stepping off buses there. 

The scheme, which is expected to 
take 11 weeks to complete, would see 
the creation of a pedestrian island 
with crossing facilities and footways, 
new bus shelters and street lighting. 
The road junction will be resurfaced, 
widened and a new right-turn lane 
installed. 

Horseheath Green Road will be 
closed during some works at the 
junction but no carriageway works 
or traffic lights used during peak 
times.

Council tax hike 
‘will hit poorest’ 


AN INFLATION-BUSTING 
council tax rise that will 
leave the average Cam¬ 
bridgeshire household 
paying more than £1,000 to 
Shire Hall this year has 
been condemned as 
“ridiculous”. 

The county council last week 
announced that it will increase 
its portion of the tax bill by 4.7 
per cent from April. 

If other councils and the police 
and fire authorities follow suit, 
householders in an ‘average’ 
Band D property in Cambridge¬ 
shire can expect to fork out a 
total of around £1,400 this year 
for services. 

County council bosses blamed 
a measly Government grant that 
amounted to an increase of just 
£1.71 per person for the tax hike. 

But disability campaigner 
Gerri Bird, of Grieve Court, 
Chesterton, said: “I think it’s a 
ridiculous rise. A lot of people 
are going to really struggle with 
that kind of an increase. 

“As a resident it’s going to put 
my bill up a lot and I don’t think I 
am getting value for money at all 
- the roads aren’t being done and 
a lot of other things are a const¬ 
ant struggle to get completed.” 

Cllr John Reynolds, the Con¬ 
servative-controlled council’s 
cabinet member for finance, 
defended the rise. 

He said: “We are one of the

lowest-funded authorities and we 
will be one of these engines of 
growth in the region, not just for 
Cambridgeshire but for the 
whole country 

“I’m really disappointed the 
Government seems to have 
neglected us in that respect. 

“People will be worried about 
services they will need to have in 
a growing county. We will 
probably be the third or fourth 
lowest council tax in the country, 
an increase of £46 is probably 
going to be even below the 
average increase.” 

He added: “Some services like 
adult care, to deliver improved 
services we make to people, we 
need transformation and trans¬ 
ition. We are looking at how we 
can support people in extremely 
difficult circumstances.” 

But Cllr David Jenkins, leader 
of the county’s opposition Lib¬ 
eral Democrat group, said the 
announcement was “really dis¬ 
appointing”. He said: “There is a 
recession out there, a lot of 
people are hurting and they 
should have given it a better shot 
for a lower council tax rate.” 

Cllr Paul Sales, who leads the 
Labour group, said: “It’s comp¬ 
letely regrettable in the current 
financial circumstances. That is 
not going to help anybody. It’s 
going to hit the poorest people 
hardest.” 


He also accused the Con¬ 
servative administration of 
“spin” for saying services are not 
being cut when £8 million in 
savings are being made in 
community and adult services. 

The bulk of the cash will come 
from helping people get back on 
their feet after an illness as well 
as negotiating over price in¬ 
creases with contractors and also 
making sure existing contracts 
offer good value for moneyRobert 
Boorman, treasurer for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Older People’s 
Enterprise (COPE), said: “When you 
consider the state pension is only 
going up £4.55 a week from April 6 
that means 25 per cent of that 
roughly will go on the county 
council tax increase before you even 
start. 

“COPE are aware of the growing 
number pensioners who will need 
increased care and as the 
Government are not fully funding 
that care it is inevitable that the 
council must increase council tax in 
this way.” 

The county council’s portion of 
the tax bill pays for services 
including education, social care and 
transport. Its bill for Band D 
householders is set to rise from to 
£1,025.10. District, city and parish 
councils, and the police and fire 
authorities have yet to confirm their 
plans, but equivalent rises would 
leave Cambridge residents paying 
£1,409.18 while those in South 
Cambridgeshire would pay 
£1,358.67.

Drug dealer 
avoids jail 


A DRUG dealer caught with 
cocaine hidden in his socks has 
escaped a jail sentence. 

Ben Franklin, 22, was also found to 
have cannabis and materials used for 
wrapping drugs in his bedroom after 
police executed a warrant to search his 
home in Shepherd Court, Haverhill. 

Franklin appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Friday to be sentenced after 
pleading guilty to possession of crack 
cocaine and herbal cannabis with intent 
to supply 

Patricia Doggett, prosecuting, said on 
October 9, 2007, police with a warrant 
arrived at the house where Franklin 
lived with three other people. 

All the occupants were searched and 
Franklin was found to have concealed a 
wrap of crack cocaine, worth £1,340, in 
each of his socks. 

Officers discovered a large quantity of 
a herbal substance in his bedroom, 
which was analysed and found to be 
cannabis. Also seized by police was £385 


in cash, a set of scales and wrapping 
materials. 

Miss Doggett said fingerprints found 
on the wrapping material matched 
those of Franklin. 

Neil MacAuley said in mitigation that 
after moving to Haverhill Franklin had 
become involved with the local drug 
scene. 

Franklin had been given money by 
his father to go on a trip but had instead 
spent the money on gambling and pur¬ 
chasing cocaine. 

Mr MacAuley said Franklin had 
suffered a “disturbed” upbringing and 
problems at school but over the last 
eight months he had been in regular 
employment for the first time in his life, 
working for a window manufacturing 
firm. 

Judge David Goodin ordered Franklin 
to remain under Probation Service 
supervision for 12 months and complete 
180 hours of unpaid work. 

He was also told he must pay £200 
towards the cost of the prosecution.
